MORE 
OF THE 
RAILROAD 
PROBLEM 


For ycnrs we Imvo heard a whine in regard to New England and 


the competition of the South in textile and othor industries. 
We have 


been told that New England factories will have to close unless we go 
hack 'to the 54-hour law and unless the operatives here work for as low 
wagvs as the operatives in Georpia and the Carolinas. 


These statements are put forth by men who must realize that most 


of the disadvantages from which New England suffers are due lo inade- 
quate railroad -service. With prompt and efficient sen-ice at just rates, 
New Kngland can compete successfully with the south or any other 
section of the country in the textile or any other mechanical industry. 


At present 1he railroad question is before the public for action. 


It would seem that, there was a very general sentiment in favor o£ con- 
solidation of the New England road?; hut the disadvantages of siwh' a 
plan are already apparent and therefore, it is not likely 'to be adopted. 


There must bo an alternative more generally acceptable and recog- 


nized as offering New England greater assurance of adequate service. 
Once the Boston and Albany railroad was as badly oft as the New- 
Haven is today, but under control of the New York Central it has been 
restored and brought up to date, so that it now offers excellent service 
both for freight and passengers. 


Is it not clear, therefore, 'that if the Pennsylvania, probably the 


greatest railroad in the counrty, were brought in to assume control of 
tho New" York, New Haven and Hartford, this moribund system would 
soon show new life and activity and would carry prosperity 'to New 
England and to the port of Boston?. If the same road secured control 
of "the Boston and Maine also, the improvements would be even greater. 
The consolidation scheme is,likely to fall through, at. least in the gen- 
eral aspect, and if so, then the only hope of New England railroads will 
He in tyin- up with the Pennsylvania system, n live, progressive road 
that would give our industries the sen-ice they need to enable them to 
compete with those of other sections of the country.

others are the source of the raw material, but we arc m the ..midst ot. a 
consuming centre which is not without, its advantages. 
Moreover, we 


have a superior class of help and can turn out finer fabncs. 
Provide 


first class railroad service and New England will take on a boom thnt 
will banish the pessimism regarding the alleged disadvantages of our 
Ereographical position.

It is a remarkable feature of the present railroad situation that the 


government is urging consolidation of regional systems, despite the fact 
that this policy is directly in opposition to the principle of the Sherman 
anti-trust, law', the aim of which is to keep up competition wherever 
possible, but in the rail-ond business as expenses go nowadays, Ih.b 
policv is fatal. 
Two competing railroads may destroy each other so thnt 


both'will be driven info bankruptcy. 
That condition actually exists m 


many parts.of the Vnifed States today, so that so far from opposing 
consolidation, the government favors i t ; but cannot force the mads .0 
enter mergers against, their will. 
It docs not look as if the genera 


consolidation policy will be adopted m New England.

What the Constitution Provides 


Here are further facts: The Consti- 


tution merely provides that "congress 
may by law provide for the case of

and 
vice 


president, declaring what officer shall 
then act as president, and surh officer 
shall act accordingly until such dis- 
ability be removed or a president shall 
be elected." 


In 1886 congress passed an art rre- 


ating temporary presidential succes- 
sion, under such circumstances. 
The 


president so chosen is to be a member 
of the cabinet, and who shall serve, 
till congress chooses or .a president is 
duly elected. 


That did away with any uncertainty 


or controversy as to who should call 
congress in session or net as president 
during any interim.' 


The line of succession was plainly 


laid riown in the act of 1SS6. It be- 
gins with tho ranking office of 
tho 


cabinet, and follows down the line, 
should he be ineligible, until an eligi- 
ble officer is found. As above stated,

Intricate Legal, Constitutional and Po- 


litical Questions Involved—The Con- 
stitution and the Act of 1886 Variously

In that event, 
or when the

who performs the duties of that

fice 'and in what manner is ho se- 
lected.? 


Having heard those two questions 


frequently asked, your correspondent 
this week put the questions up to the 
White House and other high authori- 
ties, and the substance of the replies 
received is as follows, but subject to 
certain restrictions and details: 


Briefly summarized, when such 
a 


double 
vacancy 
occurs, 
temporary 


presidential succession falls automati- 
cally on the secretary of state, if he 


eligible. If he is not eligible, then 


on the cabinet officer of the next high- 
rank, and so on down the line of 


tho cabinet, until an eligible officer Is 
found. 


Eligibility, In that case, is that the 


officer to bo so advanced, shall not be 
ess than 
35 years of ^j?e, a native 


?orn citizen of the United States, and 
had been duly confirmed in his cabinet 
office, by the senate. 


The cabinet officer who thus be- 


comes temporary president, with full 
presidential 
power 
and 
authority. 


must immediately call an extra ses- 
sion of congress, unless that body be 
then in session, giving a twenty days' 
notice of 
convening. The cabinet 


officer thus acting as president, con- 
tinues t oact as such until congress 
declares who shall be president or un- 
til one is elected. 


"When the vice president has been 


elevated to the presidency, or in evont 
of the death or disability 
of 
both 


president and vice president, there is 
no vice president of the United States 
and the duties of that office are per- 
formed by the president pro torn pore 
of the senate, who has full power and 
authority of a dully elected vice presi- 
dent, but who does not. automatically 
succeed 
to tho 
presidency 
in any 
event. 


Such a president pro tern pore is 


elected by the .senate and holds office 
till his successor is elected. Usually 
a president pro t cm pore holds office. 
after being duly elected by a majority 
vote of the senate, as long ;is his 
political party holds tho balance of

(hen act as president, and such officer 
shall act accordingly until such dis- 
ability be removed or a president shall 
be elected." 


In 1SR6 congress passed an act cre- 


ating temporary presidential succes- 
sion, under such circumstances.

president so chosen is to be a member 
of tbe cabinet, and who shall serve 
till congress chooses or a president is 
duly elected. 


That did away with nny uncertainty 


or controversy as to who should call 
congress in session or act as president 
during any interim. 


The line of .succession was plainly 


laid down in the act of 1SS6. It be- 
gins with tho ranking office of

cabinet, and follows clown tho line, 
should he be ineligible, until an eligi- 
ble officer is found. As above stated,
